School Report. 


To THE INHABITANTS OF SUNAPEE SCHOOL DISTRICT: 

The Board of Education respectfully submit the following report 
for the year ending Feb. 15, 1896: 

We have had nine schools running more or less during the year, 
whenever and however seemed most advantageous to the pupils con- 
cerned and the finances at our command. We think it has been a 
very successful year. 

The District should raise more money to support the schools. 
You cannot have good schools unless you have good teachers, and: we 
have to pay more for good ones than for average ones, and when we 
get a good one we have got to pay as much as somebody else will 
pay, or she will leave us. 

We have not received as much money from dogs as usual, on ac- 
count of the large amount paid for damage done sheep, and the 
literary fund was almost a hundred dollars less than the year before. 
The small balance left in the treasury will be required to pay bills for 
wood, which will be delivered during the winter, so that practically 
we shall not have any balance to begin next school year with, instead 
of over a hundred dollars as we had last year. Our houses are in 
good condition, so we shall not need a large amount for repairs, but 
only enough for some minor repairing. 

We wish parents would visit the schools more. There seems to 
be an impression that schools are run mostly for the benefit of the 
teachers and School Board. Scholars seem to lose sight of the fact 
that the schools are theirs and are carried on expressly for their 
benefit. Nevertheless it is so, and when scholars try to cheat 
the teacher and the school out of their attendance, they are cheating 
themselves out of just education, and no one is a loser except them- 
selves. Parents should see to it that their children are in school every 


day of each term.
